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Annual  Meeting,' March  24TH,  1896. 

The  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  of  New  South  Wales 
was  held  in  the  Board  room,  No.  7  Richmond  Terrace,  Domain,  on 
Tuesday  afternoon,  the  24th  March,  There  were  present  the  President, 
Mr.  R.  T.  Bellemey  (in  the  chair),  and  Messrs.  Butcher,  Brothwood, 
Marshall,  Jones,  Short,  Williams,  Wells,  Willows,  Withers,  members  of  the 
Council,  Messrs.  Swindale,  Alliband,  Hart,  and  others. 

The  Secretary  read  the  advertisement  convening  the  meeting. 

Annual  Report. 

The  following  report  was  presented  to  the  meeting  : — 

Your  Council  have  pleasure  in  presenting  this,  the  20th  Annual  Report}. 

and  in  submitting  the  Hon.  Treasurer’s  Balance-sheet  for  the  year  ending 
31st  December,  1895,  showing  the  sound  position  of  the  Society. 

The  last  year  has  not  been  a  cheerful  one  for  your  Council,  subscrip¬ 
tions  have  come  in  so  particularly  slow,  that  your  Council  resolved  to  do 
their  utmost  to  induce  old  members  to  join  the  Society  again.  For  this 
purpose,  a  resolution  was  passed  offering  all  members  in  arrears  to  become 
financial  by  paying  the  subscription  of  jQi  is.  for  1896,  and  a  fee  of 
1  os.  6d.  Even  this  measure  did  not  seem  to  be  valued  at  first,  but  when 
a  second,  and  at  last  a  third  circular  was  sent  round,  a  change  took  place, 
and  your  Council  is  pleased  to  state,  that  besides  nearly  all  subscribers 
for  1895,  many  old  members  have  joined  again,  who,  if  the  Council  had 
not  offered  the  above  facility,  would,  to  a  great  extent,  have  been  lost  to 
the  Society,  and  of  whose  yearly  subscriptions  and  overdue  accounts,  the 
Society  would  never  have  received  anything.  Your  Council  therefore 
believe  that  their  action  will  be  approved  of  by  the  meeting. 

Your  Council  is  glad  to  be  able  to  report  that  the  Premier,  the  Hon. 
G.  H.  Reid,  has  promised  to  bring  the  Pharmacy  Bill  before  the  next 
session  of  Parliament.  It  will,  therefore,  be  of  the  utmost  importance  that 
members  should  bear  this  fact  in  mind,  and  interview  their  Parliamentary 
Representatives  to  impress  upon  them  the  necessity  of  supporting  the  Bill 
when  brought  before  the  house. 

16  candidates  presented  themselves  for  the  final  examination  during 
the  year  1895,  of  whom  7  passed  successfully.  There  were  46  candidates 
for  the  preliminary  examinations,  of  whom  19  passed. 

Messrs.  W.  G.  Jones,  C.  A.  Marshall,  and  W.  Short,  retire  from  the 
Council  by  effluxion  of  time,  these  gentlemen  are,  however,  eligible  for 
re-election,  as  they  have  given  the  required  notice.  Mr.  A.  M.  Hart  has 
also  been  duly  nominated  for  a  seat  on  your  Council. 

Your  Auditors,  Messrs.  A.  McLeod  and  J.  A.  Rose,  are  the  only 
gentlemen  who  have  given  the  required  notice,  and  will  consequently  fill 
that  position  again. 

Your  Council  wish  to  point  out  the  general  difficulty  which  is  be'ng 
experienced  by  members  changing  their  addresses  without  giving  notice 
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thereof.  It  is  desirable  in  the  interest  of  members  themselves  to  send 
notice  of  any  change  to  the  office,  in  order  that  their  names  and  address 
may  be  correctly  given  in  the  list  of  Registered  Chemists  and  Druggists. 

In  administering  the  rules  of  the  Society,  your  Council  found  various 
anomalies  in  the  wording  of  the  constitution  and  bye-laws,  and  after  careful 
consideration,  they  have  altered  the  bye-laws  accordingly.  The  proposed 
alteration  in  the  constitution  will  be  put  before  this  meeting. 

Your  Council  have  pleasure  in  acknowledging  receipts  of  the 
examination  papers  of  Victoria,  Queensland,  New  Zealand,  South 
Australia,  and  Tasmania,  also  of  the  following  papers  Pharmaceutical 
Journal  of  Australasia ,  Chemist  and  Dniggist  of  London  and  Melbourne, 
Year  Book  of  Pharmacy ,  Australasian  Journal  of  Pharmacy ,  Journal  de 
Medicine  de  Paris ,  Agricultural  Gazette  of  N.S.  IV. 

Your  Council  have  the  sad  duty  to  regret  the  death  of  our  respected 
Secretary,  the  late  Mr.  William  Townley  Pinhey.  Mr.  Pinhey  was  one  of 
the  founders  of  this  Society,  he  was  their  first  President,  and  became  later 
our  Secretary.  There  is  no  need  to  speak  of  his  worthliness,  we  all  knew 
him  well,  suffice  it  to  say,  that  in  uprightness  and  kindliness,  it  will  be 
difficult  to  find  his  equal.  As  a  token  of  the  esteem  in  which  his  memory 
is  held,  the  Council  have  hung  his  portrait  in  our  rooms. 

Your  Council  also  desire  to  express  the  appreciation  of  the  Society  of 
the  assistance  which  has  been  afforded  by  Mr.  H.  Shillinglaw  in  framing 


the  Pharmacy  Bill. 

Mr.  H.  S.  Brothwood  has  been  elected  Hon.  Sec.,  and  has  kindly 
consented  to  act  as  such  pending  the  appointment  of  a  Secretary. 

It  is  further  with  regret  and  pain  that  your  Council  have  to  report 
the  deaths  of  the  following  members : — William  Blunden,  Blenerhasset 
Pinchin,  and  James  Moore. 

The  Treasurer  will  lay  before  you  the  Balance-sheet  for  the  past  year, 
showing  the  receipts  and  expenditure  during  that  period. 

In  conclusion,  your  Council  have  every  confidence  that  the  ensuing 
year  will  be  a  prosperous  one  for  the  Society,  and  that  great  and  beneficial 
results  will  be  achieved.  Your  Council  thank  you  for  the  confidence 
shown  by  the  members  in  rallying  to  their  support ;  they  know  that  with 
the  help  of  the  members,  the  object  of  the  Society,  namely,  to  further  the 
interest  of  chemists  and  druggists,  to  protect  them  and  the  public  against 
unscrupulous  and  illegal  practitioners,  and  to  advance  the  standard  of  our 
members,  will  go  far  towards  being  attained. 

The  President  moved  the  adoption  of  the  report,  saying 
he  had  no  doubt  they  would  all  agree  that  it  indicated  a  more  favourable 
condition  of  the  affairs  of  the  Society  while  the  balance  was  very  satisfac¬ 
tory.  He  would  content  himself  with  moving  the  adoption  of  the  report, 
and  asked  if  any  member  wished  to  make  any  remarks  on  it. 


Mr.  Hart  said  he  had  three  or  four  matters  of  special  interest  to  bring 
before  the  meeting.  No  doubt  the  report  gave  a  great  deal  of  kudos  to 
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the  Council  for  what  it  had  done,  but  what  he  wished  to  refer  to  more 
particularly  was  the  amount  of  retailing  done  by  the  wholesale  houses,  and 
it  seemed  to  him  that  the  Council  had  the  power  in  their  hands  to  put  a 
stop  to  it.  First  of  all,  he  would  like  to  know  if  he  was  in  order. 

The  President  said  he  was  anxious  to  give  members  every  latitude 
in  dealing  with  the  report,  but  could  hardly  see  how  Mr.  Hart  was  in 
order.  It  would  be  better  if  Mr.  Hart  made  his  remarks  at  a  later  stage 
of  the  meeting.  Any  member  was  at  liberty  to  move  an  amendment  or  to 
move  the  rejection  of  the  report. 

Mr.  Hart  fell  in  with  the  view  of  the  Chairman  and  deferred  his 
remarks. 

Mr.  Williams  seconded  the  adoption  of  the  report,  which  was  carried 
unanimously. 

president’s  address. 

The  President  said  the  next  item  on  the  business  paper  was  the 
President’s  Address.  He  did  not  intend  saying  anything  very  elaborate, 
but  would  be  remiss  in  his  duty  if  he  did  not  say  something  with  regard  to 
the  work  the  Society  was  doing.  The  members  of  the  Council  are  all 
conversant  with  what  is  going  on,  because  we  are  here  from  week  to  week, 
month  to  month,  and  year  to  year  doing  an  honorary  and  onerous  and  very 
ardous  work,  requiring  very  often  careful  consideration,  and  at  all  times  a 
very  great  deal  of  valuable  time.  Every  man  on  the  Council  has  his  own 
business,  which  naturally  takes  up  the  greater  part  of  his  attention.  They 
spared  the  time  from  business  to  do  that  which  somebody  had  to  do  in  all 
cases  where  a  profession  or  a  large  body  of  men  were  carrying  on  businesses 
or  professions  in  any  country  or  community.  They  were  carrying  on  as 
chemists  and  druggists  in  this  colony,  and  were  labouring  under  great 
disadvantages,  and  one  of  the  great  objects  of  this  Society  which  had  been 
in  view  for  many  years  was  the  introduction  into  Parliament  of  the  long 
promised  Pharmacy  Bill.  He  was  sick  and  sorry  to  be  constantly 
saying  the  same  thing  over  and  over  again.  It  was  a  disgrace  to  the 
Government — he  did  not  mean  the  present  Government  any  more  than 
those  of  the  past.  Some  measure  of  the  character  of  which  they  now  ask 
Parliament  to  pass  ought  to  have  been  introduced  years  ago  to  place  the 
colony  on  a  level  with  its  junior  neighbour,  as  well  as  to  place  it  on  a  level 
with  other  English  speaking  communities,  not  to  say  anything  of  foreign 
countries.  It  was  a  pity  that  the  health  and  lives  of  the  people  were  not 
better  protected  by  laws  such  as  the  chemists  demanded  of  Parliament. 
The  Society  was  doing  the  work  which  ought  to  be  done  under  the  aegis 
of  the  Government  with  proper  powers  and  appliances  for  the  education  of 
pharmacists  under  the  proposed  Bill  which  ought  to  be  in  existence.  They 
were  in  hopes  that  during  the  next  session — after  financial  questions  had 
been  disposed  of — that  domestic  legislation  would  be  allowed  to  go  on  the 
tapis,  and  the  probability  was  that  the  Pharmacy  Bill  would  be  passed  in 
a  very  short  time  after  its  introduction.  It  was  a  Bill  of  great  interest,  and 
ought  to  command  the  good  will  and  influence  of  both  chambers. 
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During  the  last  few  months  the  Society  had  progressed  very 
materially.  On  the  24th  March,  1895,  the  number  of  members  was 
47,  life  members  16,  and  honorary  members  1,  or  a  total  of  61. 
To-day,  the  24th  March,  they  had  149  fully  paid  up  members,  16  life 
members,  and  2  honorary  members,  or  a  total  of  167,  more  than  one 
hundred  over  the  beginning  of  last  year.  It  proved  that  some  life 
had  been  infused  into  the  Society  of  late,  and  they  were  likely  to 
have  more  extended  and  practical  influence  in  the  future.  The 
same  progress  applied  to  the  funds  of  the  Society.  On  the  24th 
March,  1895,  the  total  credit  to  the  Society  was  ^344,  while  the 
assets  were  valued  at  ^320.  To-day  they  had  ^470  to  their  credit, 
as  well  as  the  assets  already  mentioned,  which  had  been  considerably 
enhanced.  Thus  the  Society  now  stood  worth  ^790  as  against 
^664  last  year.  That  in  itself  showed  them  that  notwithstanding 
they  had  subsidised  the  journal  to  a  reasonable  amount  and  added 
materially  to  the  laboratory,  and  paid  the  necessary  fees  for  the 
College  tuition,  they  stood  in  a  better  position  to-day  by  nearly  ^150 
over  last  year.  While  on  this  subject,  he  ought  to  say  a  few  words 
with  regard  to  the  death  of  Mr.  W.  T.  Pinhey.  Owing  to  the  late 
Secretary’s  ill  health,  a  good  deal  of  dissatisfaction  was  expressed 
by  members,  more  particularly  in  the  country  at  what  appeared  to  be 
neglect  generally  and  omission  to  answer  letters.  His  failing  health 
had  a  great  deal  to  do  with  this,  and  although  it  was  necessary  to 
refer  to  it,  it  must  not  be  understood  that  he  was  finding  fault  with 
the  late  Secretary.  In  this  respect,  he  appreciated  the  well-known 
latin  proverb  de  mortuis  nil  nisi  bonum,  but  the  fact  could  not  be  over¬ 
looked  that  Mr.  Pinhey  was  unfortunately  physically  incapable. 
While  the  late  Secretary  lived,  the  Council  could  not  see  their  way 
to  make  any  alteration  in  the  conduct  of  their  affairs,  but  since  his 
removal  by  death,  Mr.  Brothwood  had  been  Hon.  Secretay,  and  Mr. 
Forster,  who  had  been  doing  the  work,  had  done  it  entirely  to  the 
satisfaction  of  the  Council.  It  was  difficult  to  praise  a  man  to  his 
face,  but  it  was  due  to  Mr.  Forster  to  say  that  he  had  shown  deep 
interest  in  the  work.  The  Council  did  think  of  appointing  a 
permanent  Secretary  to  the  Society,  but  owing  to  the  unsatisfactory 
condition  of  the  Pharmacy  laws  and  the  prospects  of  a  change  in  the 
near  future,  the  Council  decided  to  leave  matters  as  they  are.  He 
was  sorry  he  did  not  have  a  list  of  the  attendances  of  Council  to 
show  the  regularity  and  attention  with  which  the  members  had 
devoted  themselves  to  the  Society  without  fee  or  emolument  of  any 
kind  which  was  very  much  in  contrast  with  many  other  Societies. 

Since  the  last  Annual  Meeting,  they  had  appointed  three 
lecturers  who  were  doing  their  work  efficiently  and  satisfactorily, 
considering  the  difficulties  under  which  they  were  labouring.  These 
gentlemen,  Messrs.  Broinowski,  Cooley,  and  Dixon,  were  dividing 
the  subjects  between  them,  and  doing  the  best  with  the  accommoda¬ 
tion  at  their  disposal.  It  was  the  intention  of  the  Council  to 
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interview  the  Premier  at  no  distant  date  in  connection  with  the 
College,  and  with  that  end  in  view,  they  had  received  a  report  from 
the  lecturers.  Mr.  Broinowski  had  visited  some  of  the  Colleges  in 
the  other  colonies  and  obtained  all  the  latest  information  as  to  the 
latest  methods  of  teaching  and  other  matters,  and  had  reported  to 
the  Council  accordingly.  The  Council  had  every  right  to  ’go  to  the 
Government  for  assistance,  seeing  that  the  College  work  had  been 
done  up  to  the  present  time  free  of  expense  to  the  Government. 
Under  the  Poisons  Act  they  had  every  claim  on  the  Government. 

They  hoped  to  be  able  to  make  the  method  of  teaching  easier 
to  the  students,  which  they  were  not  at  present  able  to  do.  If  in 
addition  to  the  ordinary  routine  of  the  business  of  the  Society  could 
see  their  way  to  do  what  he  indicated,  they  would  be  doing  a  deal 
for  the  advancement  of  chemists  and  druggists  in  the  colony,  and  the 
business  in  the  future.  He  believed  Mr.  Reid  was  honest  in  his 
desire  to  carry  out  the  reforms  asked  under  a  Pharmacy  Bill,  and  he 
thought  the  Dean  case  had  shown  the  urgent  necessity  for  some 
proper  pharmacy  legislation.  Had  a  proper  Pharmacy  Bill  been  in 
existence,  it  was  more  than  likely  there  would  never  have  been  any 
Dean  case  at  all,  and  none  of  the  misery,  expense,  and  disgrace 
brought  about  through  it.  The  Pharmacy  Act  would  work  in  con¬ 
junction  with  the  Poisons  Act,  and  if  any  chemist  neglected  to  enter 
a  sale  of  poison  in  his  Register  he  would  be  committing  a  breach  for 
which  he  would  be  liable  to  be  struck  off  altogether.  He  felt  himself 
that  under  a  strict  Pharmacy  law,  no  respectable  and  registered 
chemist  would  run  the  risk  of  being  struck  off. 

In  conclusion,  he  desired  to  thank  them  for  the  cordial  way  they 
had  received  the  report.  He  was  sorry  the  meeting  was  not  a  larger 
one,  but  the  absence  of  a  great  many  metropolitan  members  was  due 
to  the  fact  that  they  had  visited  the  rooms  and  made  themselves 
acquainted  with  the  work  going  on,  and  were  quite  content  to  leave 
the  business  in  the  hands  of  those  who  were  willing  to  do  it.  Perhaps 
at  the  next  Annual  Meeting  they  would  have  a  much  larger  attend¬ 
ance.  He  thanked  them  on  behalf  of  the  Society  and  himself. 

ELECTION  OF  COUNCILLORS  AND  AUDITORS. 

There  being  only  two  nominations  for  the  position  of  auditors, 
viz.,  Messrs.  A.  McLeod  and  J.  A.  Rose,  these  gentlemen  were  duly 
re-elected. 

Messrs.  Swindale  and  Alliband  were  appointed  scrutineers  in  the 
election  of  three  councillors.  The  members  retiring  by  effluxion  of 
time  were  Messrs.  Jones,  Marshall  and  Short,  but  a  fourth  nomination, 
that  of  Mr.  Hart,  necessitated  a  ballot. 

Before  the  termination  of  the  meeting  the  scrutineers  reported 
that  64  voting  papers  had  been  received,  all  in  correct  order,  and  the 
result  of  the  ballot  was  Marshall  51,  Short  49,  Jones  48,  Hart  18. 
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The  Chairman  declared  Messrs.  Marshall,  Short,  and  Jones  duly 
re-elected. 

Mr.  Jones,  Mr.  Marshall,  and  Mr.  Short,  returned  thanks  in 
appropriate  words,  and  the  defeated  candidate  also  spoke  to  the 
purpose,  and  very  properly  remarked  that  an  election  now  and  again 
did  no  harm. 

ALTERATION  OF  CONSTITUTION  AND  BY-LAWS. 

Mr.  Brothwood,  the  Hon.  Sec.,  read  the  various  alterations  in 
the  Constitution  and  Bye-Laws  as  agreed  to  by  the  Council  (these 
have  already  appeared  in  our  columns),  which  were  adopted  by  the 
meeting. 

RETAILING  BY  WHOLESALE  HOUSES. 

Mr.  Hart  said  he  desired  to  ventilate  three  matters  which  he 
took  to  be  of  very  great  importance  to  the  retail  trade.  It  was  a  well 
known  fact  that  the  wholesale  houses  were  carrying  on  a  systematic 
retail  trade  to  the  great  disadvantage  of  the  chemists  and  druggists 
who  were  to  a  certain  extent  the  mainstay  of  the  wholesale  houses. 
If  they  went  to  a  wholesale  house  to  order  any  goods  they  found 
people  coming  in  to  buy  threepennorth  and  sixpennorth  of  different 
articles,  which  was  highly  unjust  to  the  individual  chemists  and 
druggists  who  had  to  work  early  and  late  to  successfully  carry  on 
their  trade.  In  Victoria  the  system  was  altogether  different,  and  he 
wished  to  tell  the  meeting  that  some  time  ago  his  brother  went  into 
the  wholesale  house  of  Messrs.  Felton  and  Grimwade,  and  called  for 
six  bottles  of  Mellin’s  Food,  and  he  was  refused  on  the  ground  that 
they  did  not  enter  into  the  retail  business  at  all.  That  was  the  state 
of  things  which  ought  to  prevail  in  Sydney.  (Hear,  hear.) 

The  President  asked  Mr.  Hart  if  he  could  suggest  any  means 
by  which  the  retail  practice  ot  the  wholesale  houses  could  be 
overcome. 

Mr.  Hart  thought  a  combined  deputation  should  wait  upon  the 
wholesale  houses,  and  endeavour  to  induce  them  not  to  retail  any 
goods.  He  felt  sure  the  wholesale  houses  would  not  be  the  losers  if 
they  gave  up  retailing. 

The  President  :  I  am  sure  they  would  not. 

UNQUALIFIED  MEN  IN  GOVERNMENT  SERVICE. 

Mr.  Hart  said  he  had  another  matter  to  bring  forward  of  great 
importance,  and  that  was  that  the  Government  was  employing 
unqualified  chemists,  while  qualified  men  were  walking  about  the 
streets.  It  was  a  matter  the  Council  ought  to  take  in  hand.  (Hear,, 
hear) 

THE  GRANTING  OF  LICENSES. 

Mr.  Hart  brought  forward  a  third  subject  in  respect  to  the 
granting  of  licenses  to  sell  poisons  to  medical  men  who  kept  open 
shops  and  employed  unqualified  men  to  manage  them.  The  licenses 
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should  be  granted  conditionally  that  the  medical  men  should  sell  the 
poisons  themselves.  The  Council  should  also  refuse  to  grant  licenses 
to  sell  poisons  to  Chinese  and  other  storekeepers  in  country  districts 
where  a  qualified  man  was  in  business.  He  considered  these  three 
matters  were  of  paramount  importance  to  the  interests  of  the  trade 
generally,  and  hoped  to  see  some  steps  taken  in  the  direction  indicated. 
There  was  also  one  matter  he  would  like  to  add,  and  that  was  a 
re-union  of  pharmacists  periodically.  He  might  say  before  closing 
his  remarks  that  he  had  received  a  large  number  of  letters  from 
pharmacists  in  the  country,  expressing  anxiety  to  see  the  enactment 
of  sound  pharmacy  laws,  and  thus  prevent  the  unqualified  from 
trespassing  on  the  domain  of  the  rights  of  the  thoroughly  qualified 
and  registered  men.  (Hear,  hear.) 

Mr.  L.  P.  Williams  remarked  that  Mr.  Hart  had  brought  befure 
them  matte,  s  of  great  importance,  but  in  some  respects  they  would  be 
difficult  to  carry  out.  For  instance,  the  wholesale  houses  urged  that 
they  did  not  retail  unless  the  buyer  specified  that  he  was  in  business. 
In  Great  Britain  the  wholesale  houses  were  extremely  careful  and 
particular  about  selling  in  small  quantities,  because  they  knew  that 
the  chemists  and  druggists  were  exceedingly  jealous  of  it.  It  was  a 
great  shame  in  a  colony  like  this  that  the  retail  trade  should  have  to 
compete  against  the  big  firms.  He  was  very  glad  to  hear  Mr.  Hart 
bring  the  matter  forward,  but  he  felt  unless  they  worked  unitedly 
they  would  never  succeed.  Pharmacists  had  appealed  to  the 
wholesale  houses,  and  had  received  promises  that  it  would  not  be 
continued,  but  it  still  went  on.  As  to  the  unqualified  men  in  the 
Government,  the  probability  was  that  the  men  in  question  were  in 
the  Government  service  before  the  present  Poisons  Act  was  passed. 
Certainly  many  may  have  come  in  since,  and  the  only  way  to  deal 
with  them  was  to  push  on  with  the  Pharmacy  Act,  and  the  men  in 
question  might  be  subjected  to  a  modified  examination.  The  present 
was  the  time  for  the  pharmacists  in  the  country  to  back  up  the 
Council  and  the  metropolitan  pharmacists.  The  country  pharmacists 
should  bring  all  their  influence  to  bear  upon  their  representatives  in 
Parliament  to  aid  the  passage  of  the  Bill.  No  doubt  a  great  many 
people  would  endeavour  to  throw  dust  in  the  eyes  of  Parliament,  as 
had  been  done  before,  and  this  could  only  be  met  by  united  and 
systematic  action.  He  would  be  happy  to  see  an  occasional  gathering 
of  chemists  in  re-union,  and  would  help  it  in  every  possible  way.  He 
hoped  the  Bill  would  pass  during  the  next  Session. 

Mr.  Marshall,  speaking  of  the  unqualified  men  in  the  Government, 
strongly  agreed  with  Mr.  Hart  that  some  steps  should  be  taken  to 
mitigate  the  evil.  If  proper  representations  were  made  to  the  newly 
constituted  Civil  Service  Board,  some  good  might  result  as  regarded 
the  unqualified  men  now  in  the  service.  He  was  satisfied  that  in 
future  the  Civil  service  Board  would  be  careful  that  no  unqualified 
man  secured  any  of  these  positions.  The  Council  could  not  be 
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expected  to  carry  out  every  reform  without  the  united  assistance 
the  trade.  The  attendance  that  day  satisfied  him  that  members  took 
very  little  interest  in  the  affiairs  of  the  Society.  The  social  re-union 
suggested  by  Mr.  Hart  had  his  warmest  sympathy  ;  in  fact,  only  a 
little  while  back  he  suggested  the  chemists  picnic,  but  it  was 
abandoned  through  the  death  of  Mr.  Pinhey.  The  Council  could  do 
little  to  stop  the  retailing  by  the  wholesale  houses  unless  they  were 
backed  up  by  the  chemists  throughout  the  colony.  In  reply  to  Mr 
Hart  he  would  like  to  say  that  the  Council  never  granted  poisons 
licenses  to  storekeepers  and  Chinamen  in  the  country  within  a  certain 
radius  of  a  qualified  chemist.  The  idea  that  licenses  were  granted 
recklessly  was  quite  fallacious. 

Mr.  Jones  said  that  many  years  ago  when  Mr.  Senior  and  Mr. 
Watt  were  members  of  the  Council,  the  retailing  by  the  wholesale 
houses  was  considered  in  all  its  aspects.  A  representative  of  a  whole, 
sale  house  was  present  at  a  meeting  when  the  question  cropped 
up,  and  he  point  blank  denied  that  the  firm  did  any  retail  trade,  a 
statement  which  was  warmly  refuted  by  Mr.  Senior  and  Mr.  Watt, 
who  told  the  gentleman  in  question  that  he  was  well  aware  the  firm 
was  retailing  all  day  long.  When  he  himself  went  into  the  wholesale 
houses  to  order  stock  he  invariably  saw  the  retail  trade  goin^  on. 
People  came  from  the  suburbs  to  the  wholesale  houses  to  buy  a  single 
enema  or  a  tin  of  food  because  they  could  get  it  a  trifle  cheaper  than 
at  the  chemist’s  shop.  It  was  a  shame  that  the  chemists  should  have 
the  wholesale  houses  as  their  competitors.  The  whole  of  the 
members  of  the  Society  should  assist  the  Council  in  putting  a  stop 
to  the  practice.  He  was  sorry  to  hear  that  the  Government  employed 
unqualified  men,  and  he  entirely  supported  some  regular  social 
gathering. 

Mr.  Wells  fully  endorsed  all  that  had  been  said  about  the  retail¬ 
ing,  adding  that  a  great  many  people  who  went  to  the  wholesale 
houses  to  make  small  purchases  were  taken  there  by  nurses,  and  he 
was  sorry  that  the  wholesale  houses  lent  them  to  so  objectionable  a 
practice. 

Mr.  Withers  suggested  that  a  circular  should  be  sent  to  all  the 
country  chemists,  asking  for  united  action  against  the  wholesale 
houses. 


The  President  referring  to  the  questions  raised  by  Mr.  Hart, 
said  that  any  unqualified  man  employed  by  a  doctor  who  sold  poison 
was  liable  to  be  prosecuted,  and  in  granting  licenses  to  the  doctors 
it  was  invariably  pointed  out  that  the  poison  could  only  be  sold  by 
the  person  in  whose  name  the  license  was  made  out.  Only  the  other 
day  a  man  was  fined  at  the  Newtown  Police  Court  for  the  very 
offence  in  question.  As  regarded  the  Government  Service  employing 
unqualified  men,  he  thought  that  a  letter  might  be  sent  to  the 
Commissioners  on  the  subject.  The  social  re-union  had  his  very  best 
support.  Perhaps  the  members  at  the  next  meeting  of  the  Council 
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might  appoint  a  Sub-Committee  to  deal  with  the  question.  He 
regretted  that  the  wholesale  houses  were  still  retailing,  and  thought 
that  a  formidable  deputation  should  be  arranged  to  interview  the 
principals  of  each  house.  Concerning  the  Pharmacy  Bill,  he  sug¬ 
gested  the  formation  of  a  political  association,  and  felt  that  with  the 
influence  of  the  medical  men  and  the  dentists,  they  could  use  a  very 
great  deal  of  influence  both  at  election  and  other  times.

REPORT  TO  THE  PHARMACEUTICAL  SOCIETY  OF  NEW 

SOUTH  WALES, 

UPON  MATTERS  RELATING  TO  THE  EDUCATION  OF  CHEMISTS. 

I  have  the  honour  to  inform  you  that  in  accordance  with  your 
request  I  made  careful  enquiries  in  Tasmania  and  Victoria  into  matters 
relating  to  the  education  of  chemists  in  those  colonies. 

I.  —  PHAMACEUTICAL  EDUCATION  IN  TASMANIA. 

Legislation  of  a  comprehensive  type  has  been  in  existence  for  many 
years,  whereby  an  efficient  knowledge  on  the  part  of  chemists  is  ensured. 
The  power  of  admitting  candidates  to  the  right  to  trade  in  drugs  and  to 
deal  in  poisons  is  vested  in  a  Board  of  medical  men,  who  direct  examination 
tests,  as  to  (a)  general  knowledge,  and  (b)  technical  scientific  knowledge. 
Since  the  formation  some  few  years  ago  of  a  Pharmaceutical  Society  in 
Tasmania,  pledged  to  uphold  and  maintain  the  status  and  dignity  of  the 
business  of  Pharmaceutical  Chemist,  and  including  on  its  membership  roll 
the  qualified  chemists  of  the  colony,  certain  of  its  functions,  has,  in 
accordance  with  its  right  to  do  so,  been  deputed  by  this  Medical  Board 
to  Examiners  elected  by  the  Society.  The  examination  tests  would  appear 
to  be  of  a  good  standard,  and  are  required  of  all  who  wish  to  practice  the 
business  of  Pharmaceutical  Chemist  in  the  colony,  even  though  they  may 
have  already  passed  qualifying  examinations  elsewhere.  The  Society  has 
no  duly  constituted  Pharmacy  College,  as  the  number  of  students  is  small, 
but  efforts  are  made  to  afford  opportunity  for  acquiring  knowledge  by  the 
maintenance  of  two  rooms  for  students  with  facilities  for  study.  Here 
there  is  a  collection  of  books,  and  the  nucleus  of  a  collection  of  the 
Materia  Medica.  A  lectureship  has  been  established  in  Botany.  The 
necessity  for  regular  systematic  instruction  before  examination  is  thoroughly 
recognised,  and  the  usual  practice  seems  to  be  for  students  to  read  up  there 
during  apprenticeship,  and  then  to  go  over  to  Melbourne  for  a  year  or  two 
years,  and  attend  the  courses  of  instruction  at  the  College  of  Pharmacy. 
A  notable  fact  in  this  colony  is  the  possession  of  Legislative  provisions 
eminently  calculated  to  secure  due  efficiency  and  scientific  knowledge  on 
the  part  of  pharmaceutical  chemists. 
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II. — PHARMACEUTICAL  EDUCATION  IN  VICTORIA. 

(a)  Legislative  Provisions. — Legislative  measures  are  in  force 
(Medical  Act  1890,  Pari  3),  whereby  candidates  for  the  right  to  practice  as 
■chemists  are  required  to  be  properly  educated  and  trained.  A  Pharmacy 
Board  is  created,  consisting  of  a  President  and  six  other  members,  in  whom 
power  is  vested  to  make  regulations  for  carrying  into  effect  the  provisions 
of  the  Pharmacy  Act,  to  register  as  Pharmaceutical  chemists  those  who 
have  qualified  for  such  registration  in  accordan  'e  with  the  provisions  of 
the  Act,  to  strike  names  off  the  register  of  qualified  chemists  under  certain 
conditions,  to  appoint  examiners  for  the  purpose  of  testing  the  knowledge 
and  efficiency  of  candidates  for  registration,  &c.  In  this  Act  it  is  expressly 
laid  down  that  no  one  shall  receive  from  the  Board  a  certificate  that  he 
is  duly  qualified  for  registrarion  as  a  pharmaceutical  chemist  unless  he  shall 
have  fulfilled  certain  conditions,  except  in  the  case  of  those  who  had 
practised  as  pharmaceutical  chemists  for  two  months  prior  to  the  passing 
of  the  Act,  and  in  the  case  of  those  who  have  obtained  certificates  of 
competency  from  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Great  Britain,  or  any 
College  or  Board  of  Pharmacy  recognised  by  the  Board  under  any 
regulations  made  by  the  Board.  These  conditions  include  passing  the 
preliminary  examination  as  laid  down  by  the  Board,  4  years  apprenticeship, 
attendance  at  a  course  of  lectures  .'during  one  year,  and  the  passing  of 
examinations  at  some  school  of  instruction  recognised  by  the  Board  in 
Materia  Medica,  Botany,  Chemistry  and  Practical  Chemistry,  and  passing 
an  examination  before  the  Board,  or  examiners  appointed  thereby,  in  the 
subject  of  Practical  Pharmacy.  It  is  further  rendered  compulsory  for  all 
pharmaceutical  chemists  to  allow  their  apprentices  reasonable  time  for  the 
purpose  of  attending  such  lectures. 

The  Act  also  provides  penalties  against  anyone  who  shall  attempt  to 
carry  on  the  business  of  Pharmaceutical  Chemist  or  Druggist  unless 
registered  by  the  Board,  and  for  any  other  offence  under  the  Act 

(р)  Pharmacy  Board  Regulations. — Under  the  regulations  which 
the  Pharmacy  Foard  is  empowered  to  make,  it  is  provided,  inter  alia,  that 
examiners  shall  be  annually  appointed,  and  details  of  the  subjects  of 
examination  are  set  forth. 

A  register  is  kept  ot  all  registered  qualified  chemists.  A  register  is 
also  kept  of  all  students  of  Pharmacy,  in  which  are  entered  the  dates  of 
passing  the  preliminary  examination,  of  register  of  indentures  of  apprentice 
ship,  of  attendance  at  the  college  classes  of  instruction,  and  of  passing 
the  final  examination  and  admission  to  registration  as  a  qualified 
Pharmaceutical  chemist.  This  thus  affords  a  record  of  the  career  of  each. 

(с)  The  College  of  Pharmacy. — 1.  Histoi'ical. — The  College  of 
Pharmacy  in  Melbourne  was  established  by,  and  is  conducted  under,  the 
direction  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society,  and  is  recognised  by  the  Pharmacy 
Board  of  Victoria,  under  the  provisions  of  the  Medical  Act,  1890,  Part  3., 
Section  88  :  Sub-section  4,  as  a  School  of  Instruction.  In  view  of  the 
absence  of  an  institution  in  Melbourne,  at  which  pharmaceutical  students 
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could  obtain  systematic  education,  the  Pharmaceutical  Society,  in  1881, 
strengthened  by  the  enactment  a  few  years  previously,  of  laws  rendering 
attendance  at  some  such  systematic  course  compulsory  on  the  part  of 
students,  in  order  to  become  eligible  for  examination,  established  a  College 
of  Pharmacy.  For  this  purpose  a  building  was  procured,  and  suitably 
fitted  and  furnished  ;  apparatus  and  specimens  procured,  and  a  lecturer 
appointed.  During  the  first  four  years,  the  Society  expended  the  sum  of 
£ 2,444  4s-)  as  follows  : —

Whilst  the  attendance  of  students  was  in  1881,  18  ;  in  1882,  26  ;  in  1883, 
31;  and  in  1884,49;  the  fees  received  from  these  being: — In  1881, 
^144:  1882,^260;  1883,  ^310;  1884,  4S.  Since  that  time,  a 

good  attendance  of  students  has  always  been  maintained.  In  1884,  the 
necessity  for  monetary  aid  was  represented  to  the  Government,  and  from 
that  time,  ^1000  has  been  annually  voted  as  an  endowment  to  the 
College  Owing  to  retrenchment,  this  sum  was  reduced  to  ^900  in  1894, 
and  to  ^600  in  1895,  but  it  is  anticipated  that  this  reduction  will  be  but  a 
temporary  one.  During  the  year  1884,  the  University  of  Melbourne,  upon 
being  applied  to  by  the  Pharmaceutical  Society,  to  grant  recognition  of  the 
teaching  and  certificates  of  the  College,  decided  to  do  so  ;  and  to  require 
from  all  medical  students  certificates  of  efficiency  in  practical  pharmacy 
from  the  College,  in  lieu  of  the  former  certificate  that  they  had  been  for 
six  months  in  some  pharmacy.  Upon  receipt  of  the  endowment  from 
Government,  operations  were  extended,  other  lecturers  appointed,  and  the 
College  established  on  a  solid  footing.  Within  the  past  few  months  a 
larger  building  has  been  acquired  from  the  Government  at  a  moderate 
expenditure. 

2.  Building  and  Internal  Arrangements  — The  College  occupies 
a  commodius  building  in  Swanston-street.  A  large  laboratory  for  practical 
chemistry  was  fitted  up.  It  provides  room  for  a  large  number  of  students, 
and  is  furnished  with  benches,  sinks,  water,  gas,  and  the  various  appliances 
and  re-agents  needed  for  each  student.  Draught  chambers  have  also 
been  fitted.  Adjoining  this  is  a  smaller  laboratory,  used  as  a  preparation 
room,  &c.,  bv  the  lecturer  and  demonstrator.  Further  laboratory 
accommodation  has  been  found  necessary,  and  is  now  being  prepared. 
A  very  large  room  is  set  aside  as  a  museum  for  Materia  Medica  This 
is  furnished  with  show  cases,  &c.,  and  a  large  collection  of  specimens  is 
displayed.  The  lecture  room  is  fitted  as  a  theatre,  with  semi-circular  tiers 
of  seats  progressively  raised,  whilst  the  lecturer’s  rostrum  is  provided  with 
suitable  black-boards,  and  a  bench  fitted  with  sink,  water,  gas,  &c.,  for  the 
purposes  of  demonstration.  In  one  room  are  benches  fitted  for  the

purposes  of  practical  pharmacy.  The  building  contains,  in  addition,  rooms 
for  the  lecturers,  secretary,  and  students,  and  a  clerk’s  office.  It  is  used 
also  for  meetings  of  the  Pharmacy  Board,  and  of  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society.  The  office  of  the  Pharmacy  College  is  also  that  of  these  two 
bodies. 

3.  Appliances,  Apparatus,  &c. — The  College  is  furnished  with 
apparatus  necessary  for  scientific  work,  and  with  a  good  stock  of  re-agents. 
The  collection  of  the  organic  Materia  Menica  is  an  excellent  one,  compris¬ 
ing  good  specimens  of  all  the  officinal  drugs,  together  with  many 
non-officinal  remedies.  I  am  informed  that  the  College  has,  in  addition  to 
purchasing  a  great  many  specimens,  been  the  recipient  of  many  donations. 
The  museum  is  provided  with  glass  cases,  containing  rectangular  block  tin 
boxes  with  removable  glass  fronts,  in  which  a  sufficient  bulk  of  the  drug 
may  be  contained  to  show  it  well.  These  are  labelled  and  arranged  in  a 
definite  order.  The  more  rare  and  expensive  preparations,  of  which  there 
is  a  good  collection,  are  displayed  in  suitable  glasses.  In  addition,  there 
are  duplicate  specimens  of  drugs,  which  may  be  handled  by  the  students. 
There  is  an  extensive  herbarium,  containing  specimens  of  many  foreign 
and  indigenous  plants.  Diagrams  are  also  provided  for  class  purposes,  and 
there  is  a  collection  of  books  for  reference.  All  this  stock  of  appliances, 
apparatus,  specimens,  &c.,  is  being  annually  replenished  and  added  to. 

4.  Staff,  Administration,  &c. — The  Council  of  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society  is  the  Council  of  the  College.  11. — The  Teaching  Staff  consists 
of : — ( a )  A  lecturer  in  Chemistry,  who  also  has  the  title  of  Director  or  the 
Chemical  Laboratories.  This  gentleman  devotes  as  much  time  as  may  be 
necessary  for  the  work  of  the  College,  and  receives  a  salary  of  ^450  per 
annum,  iff)  A  lecturer  in  Botany.  ^150  per  annum.  ( c )  A  lecturer  in 
Materia  Medica.  ,£150  per  annum,  iff)  A  lecturer  in  Pharmacy  for 
Medical  Students.  ^200  per  annum,  (e)  Demonstrator.  .£150  per 
annum.  The  lecturer  in  Botany  and  the  lecturer  in  Materia  Medica 
deliver  three  lectures  of  one  hour  in  each  fortnight  during  term  time. 
The  lecturer  in  Pharmacy  for  Medical  Students  devotes  two  hours  twice  a 
week  d  iring  University  term,  from  the  end  of  February  to  September. 
The  Demonstrator  devotes  as  much  time  to  his  work  as  may  be  required. 
The  College  gold  medallist  for  each  year  receives  the  appointment  of 
demonstrator  for  the  succeeding  year.  in. — The  Administrative  Staff. — - 
The  Secretary  is  also  Registrar  of  the  Pharmacy  Board  and  Secretary  of 
the  Pharmaceutical  Society.  He  has  the  assistance  of  a  clerk.  The 
necessary  attendants  are  employed. 

5.  Students.— -The  pharmaceutical  student!  annually  enrolled  come 
from  the  various  colonies — the  majority  from  Victoria  ;  but  I  am  informed 
that  some  even  go  from  New  South  Wales.  In  addition  to  these,  there 
are  students  passing  through  the  course  of  work  for  public  analysts  under 
the  Board  of  Health  ;  medical  students  doing  their  course  of  practical 
pharmacy  ;  besides  students  in  dentistry  and  veterinary  surgery  and  others, 
all  of  whom  are  attending  courses  of  lectures  in  individual  subjects.  It  is. 
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to  be  noted  again  that  all  chemists  are  obliged  by  law  to  allow  their 
apprentices  time  for  attendance  at  lectures. 

6.  Revenue. — This  is  derived  from — (i.) — The  endowment  from 
Government.  (2.)  The  fees  paid  by  students  for  (a)  examinations; 
(b )  attendance  at  lectures.  (3.)  Such  amounts  as  may  be  granted  from 
time  to  time  by  the  Pharmaceutical  Society,  out  of  its  funds  derived  from 
other  sources. 

7.  Instruction. — An  official  synopsis  of  lectures  is  published,  and 
gives  all  details  of  the  matter  for  each  class  of  instruction.  1.  Che?nistry. — 
Lectures  from  9  30  to  10  a.m.  on  three  days  in  each  week.  On  two  of 
these  days  the  class  meets  for  Practical  Chemistry  for  two-and-a-half 
hours — from  10.30  a.m.  to  1  p.m.  In  addition,  pharmaceutical  students 
are  permitted  and  encouraged  to  work  in  the  laboratory  in  such  other 
additional  time  as  they  may  desire.  The  course  of  work  is  laid  down  in 
the  synopsis,  and  includes  the  necessary  instructions  in  Elementary 
Physics.  The  practical  work  includes  a  sound  grounding  in  qualitative 
analysis,  practical  taking  of  specific  gravities,  &c.,  and  quantitative  estima¬ 
tions  of  typical  substances  by  the  volumetric  solutions  of  the  British 
Pharmacopoeia.  Some  time  is  also  devoted  to  the  practical  study  of  the 
more  common  alkaloids,  and  other  proximate  vegetable  principles.  It  is 
to  be  noted  that  students  have  three  lectures  per  week  in  Chemistry,  and 
spend  at  least  five  hours  per  week  in  Practical  Chemistry  throughout  one 
year.  Provision  is  also  made  whereby  any  who  desire  to  study  Chemistry 
in  its  special  applications,  or  to  conduct  original  research,  may  do  so. 
11.  Botany. — The  course  of  work  is  covered  by  three  lectures  in  each 
fortnight  throughout  the  year.  It  includes  the  story  of  Structural  and 
Physiological  Botany — morphology,  histology,  and  physiology  of  vegetable 
structures — and  of  Systematic  Botany.  Diagrams  and  a  herbarium  are 
available  for  class  purposes  111.  Materia  M edit  a.  —There  are  three 
lectures  in  each  fortnight.  The  lecturer  is  aided  here,  too,  by  having  a 
large  collection  of  diagrams,  and  of  specimens  of  drugs,  and  preparations 
at  his  disposal.  Students  are  not  permitted  to  handle  the  museum 
specimens.  These  are  locked  in  glass  cases,  and  are  arranged  so  as  to  be 
readily  seen,  but  there  is  a  collection  containing  small  quantities  of  each, 
which  the  students  may  handle  and  examine  at  will ;  these  are  not  labelled 
with  the  name,  but  numbered  and  a  “  key  ”  giving  the  name  of  each  so 
nu  nbered  specimen  is  kept  with  the  collection.  The  student  is  thus  able 
to  test  continually  his  power  of  recognising  drugs  and  preparations. 

iv.  Pharmacy. — A  systematic  course  of  instruction  in  Practical  Pharmacy 
is  not  yet  provided  for  pharmaceutical  students,  the  experience  and  know¬ 
ledge  gained  in  the  shop  serving  apprenticeship  being  relied  upon. 
However,  a  course  of  such  work,  adapted  to  the  needs  of  medical  students, 
is  conducted  here,  and  includes  lectuies,  together  with  practical  work, 
under  the  direction  of  the  lecturer,  aided  by  a  demonstrator.  The  class 
meets  for  two  hours  twice  n  week  during  each  of  the  three  Univerity  terms. 

v.  Instruction  for  Public  Analysts ,  recognised  by  the  Department  of  Public 
Health. — Special  courses  of  instruction  in  qualitative  and  quantitative 
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chemical  analysis,  suited  to  the  requirements  of  the  Department  of  Public 
Health  for  public  analysts,  are  now  held.  Certificates  of  proficiency, 
granted  by  the  College  to  students  who  have  successfully  passed  through 
this  twelve  months’  course  of  work,  in  addition  to  passing  the  College 
examination  in  Elementary  and  Practical  Chemistry  and  Physics,  are 
accepted  by  the  Department  of  Public  Health  as  evidence  of  competency 
to  act  as  public  analysts,  vi.  Attendance  at  Individual  Classes  of  Instruc¬ 
tion . — Facilities  are  afforded  for  any  who  may  desire  to  attend  one  or  more 
courses  of  instruction  in  simple  subjects,  to  do  so. 

8.  Examinations. — There  are  two  examiners  in  each  subject,  who 
act  as  co-examiners,  appointed  annually  by  the  Pharmacy  Board.  The 
examinations  in  Materia  Medica,  Botany,  Chemistry,  and  Practical 
Chemistry,  are  held  four  times  in  each  year,  and  cover  the  subjects  treated 
of  in  the  syllabus  of  lectures.  The  question  papers  are  printed  at  the 
Government  Printing  Office,  and  retained  by  the  secretary  under  seal  until 
required.  The  paper  on  which  the  questions  are  answered  is  headed 
and  numbered.  The  results  of  the  examinations  in  each  subject  are 
tabulated  and  forwarded  to  the  secretary  by  the  examiners,  accompanied 
by  a  report.  Those  candidates  who  receive  marks  not  below  the  pass 
standard  in  all  the  subjects  of  examination  are  declared  to  have  passed  the 
examination,  and  a  certificate  to  that  effect  is  issued.  Order  of  merit  is 
declared  in  accordance  with  the  aggregate  marks  for  all  subjects  of  the 
examination.  Upon  declaration  being  made  by  a  student  that  he  has 
fulfilled  all  the  required  conditions,  and  presentation  by  him  of  this 
certificate,  he  is  admitted  to  the  final  examination  in  Practical  Pharmacy, 
before  examiners  appointed  by  the  Pharmacy  Board.  This  examination  is 
conducted  partly  by  means  of  written  papers,  and  partly  viva  voce.  In 
this  examination,  a  good  knowledge  of  dispensing  is  compulsory ;  no  degree 
of  excellence  otherwise  being  allowed  to  make  up  for  it. 

9.  Prizes.— Prizes  have  been  donated  to  the  College,  whilst  others 
are  awarded  by  the  Council  for  proficiency  in  individual  subjects,  and  each 
year  a  Gold  Medal,  presented  by  the  Pharmaceutical  Society,  is  competed 
for  by  those  who  have  passed  the  College  examinations.  The  subjects  of 
examination  for  the  medal  are  Materia  Medica,  Botany,  and  Chemistry. 
The  winner  of  the  Gold  Medal  is  also  appointed  demonstrator  at  the 
College  for  the  ensuing  year. 

III. - RECOMMENDATIONS  CONCERNING  THE  PHARMACY  COLLEGE  OF  NEW 

SOUTH  WALES. 

With  regard  to  your  request  that  I  would  suggest  measures  for  the 
better  carrying  out  of  the  work  of  the  Pharmacy  College  of  New  South 
Wales,  I  have  the  honour  to  state  that  I  have  consulted  with  my  colleagues, 
Mr.  G.  P.  Dixon  and  Mr.  P.  G.  Cooley,  and  after  careful  consideration  we 
are  unanimous  in  the  following  conclusions  : — 1.  The  building  at  present 
utilized  for  the  purposes  of  the  College  of  Pharmacy  is  quite  unsuitable. 
2.  In  order  that  instruction  may  be  given  in  the  way  in  which  it  should 
be,  it  will  be  necessary  to  have  more  accommodation.  A  larger  and 
properly  fitted  laboratory  is  essential,  the  room  at  present  used  as  a 
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laboratory  being  quite  unsuited  for  the  purpose.  It  is  much  too  small, 
and  even  if  money  were  expended  in  re-arranging  and  improving  the 
fittings,  it  would  be  at  best  but  a  makeshift ;  it  would  be  impossible  to 
provide  proper  accommodation  in  it  for  even  the  number  of  students 
at  present  attending  the  classes.  Suitable  rooms  are  likewise  required  for 
the  other  purposes  of  the  college.  3.  In  the  Department  of  Botany  there 
are  at  present  no  diagrams  and  no  specimens  of  any  kind.  These  are 
essential  for  teaching  purposes.  Further,  if  such  were  obtained,  there  is 
no  place  in  which  to  keep  them.  In  Materia  Medica  no  diagrams  are 
available  ;  there  are  some  specimens,  but  only  a  few  of  these  are  of  any 
use — most  of  them  are  old  and  spoilt.  It  will  be  necessary  to  provide  a 
proper  collection  of  specimens  and  diagrams  in  both  these  departments, 
and  space  in  which  to  display  them.  For  the  purpose  of  teaching  both 
Chemistry  and  Pharmacy,  the  provision  of  apparatus,  appliances,  diagrams, 
and  accommodation  is  absolutely  necessary.  4.  It  further  seems  to  us 
desirable  that  students  should  be  enabled  to  study  and  pass  their 
examinations  in  Chemistry  and  Botany  during  one  year,  and  to  take 
/UFvlateria  Medica  and  Pharmacy  during  a  second  year,  when  they  would  be 
better  prepared- to  study  these  subjects.  It  seems  to  us  quite  impossible 
for  a  student  to  acquire  a  requisite  knowledge  of  all  these  subjects  in  one 
year,  even  if  all  his  time  were  devoted  to  study. 


iv. — conclusion. 

In  conclusion,  I  would  urge  the  fact  that  New  South  Wales  is  much 
behind  the  times  in  matters  relating  to  the  education  of  chemists,  notwith¬ 
standing  the  laudable  efforts  of  your  Society  to  remedy  the  deficiency. 
Owing  to  the  lack  of  due  legistative  provisions,  no  surety  can  be  entertained 
that  those  who  dispense  and  deal  in  drugs  have  received  the  education 
which  would  fit  them  to  undertake  such  responsible  occupations. 
Systematic  and  thorough  instruction  in  both  theoretical  and  practical  work 
is  necessary,  and  without  it  mere  examination  tests  alone  afford  no  guarantee 
of  a  candidate’s  competence.  The  knowledge  acquired  in  shops  alone 
must  be  at  best  non-systematic  and  imperfect ;  without  doubt  in  many 
cases  it  is  practically  nominal-  Everywhere,  the  necessity  for  such 
systematic  training  of  chemists  is  recognised,  and  save  in  New  South 
Wales  is  properly  provided  for. 

In  Hobart  Mr.  A.  P.  Miller,  President  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society 
of  Tasmania,  afforded  me  all  available  information.  In  Melbourne  I  met 
with  the  utmost  courtesy  and  attention  to  my  wants  from  Mr.  H. 
Shillinglaw,  Secretary  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Australasia,  and  of 
the  College  of  Pharmacy,  and  Registrar  of  the  Pharmacy  Board,  and  I 
would  wish  to  express  my  sense  of  indebtedness  to  him  for  the  many 
facilities  he  afforded  me  for  obtaining  the  information  I  sought.  I  am 
also  under  considerable  obligation  to  Mr.  Craig,  lecturer  in  Chemistry  at 
the  College  of  Pharmacy,  and  to  Mr.  Sidney  Plowman,  F.R.C.S.,  lecturer 
in  Materia  Medica,  for  valuable  information  and  assistance  which  they 
rendered  me.

Picric  Acid  as  a  Cure  for  Burns. — Dr.  Thierry,  physician  to  the 
Hospice  de  Charite,  Paris,  would  appear  to  have  discovered  a  new  and 
very  remarkable  cure  for  burns  in  the  form  of  a  saturated  solution  of  picric 
acid,  which,  if  applied  to  small  burns  and  scalds,  removes  pain  and  achieves 
a  singularly  speedy  cure.  The  experiments  which  have  induced  Dr. 
Thierry  to  put  forward  this  new  remedy  originated  in  himself  having  more 
than  once,  when  using  picric-acid  disinfectant,  spilled  burning  substances 
upon  his  hands  with  suprisingly  harmless  results,  leading  him  to  the 
conclusion  that  the  presence  of  the  acid  might  account  for  the  immunity. 
Such  a  discovery,  if  accredited  by  further  experience,  will  confer  an 
immense  boon  upon  humanity,  seeing  the  terrible  amount  of  suffering 
yearly  inflicted  through  accidents  from  burning.  The  application  of  the 
solution  is  said  to  cause  a  temporary  yellow  discolouration  of  the  skin,  but 
this  can  be  removed  by  the  use  of  boric  acid. — Hospital.

It  treats  of  the  history  of  nursing,  ancient  and  modern, 
the  general  principles  of  nursing,  first  aid  in  emergencies  including 
antidotes  to  poisons,  foods  and  feeding,  nursing  essentials,  legal  information, 
and  under  these  various  headings  gives  a  vast  amount  of  information, 
invaluable  from  a  nurse’s  standpoint.  The  work  contains  a  diary,  as  well 
as  a  cash  account  column,  and  space  for  memorandums.  The  cover  is  of 
stout  cloth,  holding  a  pencil  at  the  back. 
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Embezzlement. — On  Friday,  March  16th  a  collector  named  John 
Leary  was  fined  ^5,  or  in  default  two  months  imprisonment,  for  stealing 
£ 2  from  the  Universal  Drug  Company,  by  whom  he  was  employed.

Baker,  M.P.S.,  Darlington,  wishes  us  to  state  that  he 
was  not  the  person  referred  to  in  our  last  issue  as  having  been  fined  for  the 
illegal  sale  of  poisons,  but  Mrs.  Copp  was  the  person.  We  are  glad  to  do 
so  in  justice  to  Mr.  Baker. 

Mr.  C.  A.  Finch,  of  Surry  Hills,  was  lately  the  subject  of  a  fraud 
by  means  of  a  valueless  cheque  presented  by  a  man  named  Walter  Cleary. 
Mr.  Finch  gave  change  to  the  amount  of  28s.  on  a  30s.  cheque,  which  was 
subsequently  found  to  be  worthless.  Mr.  Finch  identified  the  man  at  the 
Central  Police  Station,  and  he  has  been  committed  for  trial. 

Prosecutions. — During  the  month  the  following  persons  have 
been  fined  for  selling  poisons  without  a  license  : — Frederick  G.  Crouch, 
F.  B.  Gully,  Alfred  C.  Simpson,  Thomas  Glynn,  all  storekeepers  of  Casino* 
were  fined  5s.  and  5s.  rod.  costs  for  selling  Infant’s  Preservative,  and  Ah 
Maw,  Lismore,  10s  ,  and  9s.  2d.  costs,  for  selling  opium. 

Vinegar  as  an  Antidote  to  Carbolic  Acid  Poisoning.— 

We  glean  from  the  Southern  Journal  of  Pharmacy  that  Dr.  E.  Carleton 
states  that  Cider  Vinegar  is  an  antidote  to  Carbolic  Acid.  Taken  internally, 
diluted  with  water,  when  the  acid  has  been  swallowed  or  applied  directly 
when  the  skin  has  been  touched,  is  said  to  perfectly  counteract  the  poison. 

Another  Warning. — Unstamped  weights  and  measures.  Twice 
during  the'last  few  months  we  have  drawn  the  attention  of  pharmacists  to  the 
necessity  of  having  their  weights  and  measures  attended  to,  and  again 
repeat  our  former  statement  that  the  inspector  is  on  the  war  path.  Five 
chemists  and  druggists  in  one  of  the  eastern  suburbs  were  fined  last  weekr 
and  their  weights  confiscated  for  not  having  them  stamped.  No  further 
reference  to  the  subject  ought  to  be  necessary.

Mr.  Hart,  the  President  of  the  Association,, 
directed  the  proceedings,  which  consisted  of  contributions  in  the  way  of 
songs  and  recitations  by  Messrs.  Pitney  Martin,  Snellson,  Rushton, 
Wearing,  Rogers,  Wearne,  Cartwright,  Fouvard,  and  others.  Mons. 
Desjardins  performed  the  duties  of  accompanyist  most  satisfactorily,  and 
the  entertainment  generally  was  a  huge  success. 

Display  of  Pharmaceutical  Products — At  therecent  Medical 
Congress,  held  in  Dunedin,  Messrs.  Burroughs,  Wellcome  &  Co.  had  a 
fine  display  of  recent  and  improved  Pharmaceutical  products.  Prominent 
amongst  the  firm’s  latest  introductions  were  the  organic  substances,  some 
of  which  there  is  likely  to  be  a  demand  for,  such  as  the  Thymus  Gland, 
Didymin  (orchitic),  and  the  Supra-Renal  Capsule.  The  whole  of  the 
organic  substances  are  now  obtainable  in  tabloid  form.  The  Congress  was 
made  the  occasion  of  introducing  for  the  first  time  in  Australasia  the 
perfected  Wyeth’s  Beef  Juice,  for  which  they  are  the  sole  agents  in  this 
country.  A  teaspoonful  of  this  preparation  is  equal  in  nutritive  and 
stimulative  value  to  3  ozs.  of  the  primest  beef.  Two  easy  tests  are  given 
to  prove  the  large  amount  of  Haemoglobin  and  albumen  it  contains.  It  is 
unlike  any  preparation  now  on  the  market,  and  is  likely  to  be  much  used 
By  an  improved  process  the  firm  have  succeeded  in  making  a  perfect 
tabloid  of  Blaud’s  formula,  which  can  be  had  plain,  with  Aloin,  or  with 
Arsenic.  Specimens  of  Emol  Keleet  and  Tea  Tabloids  were  freely 
distributed.  It  will  be  remembered  that  Dr.  Jamieson,  of  Edinboroughi 
in  speaking  of  the  former,  said  “  it  was  not  only  a  dusting  powder,  but  a 
remedy  in  irritable  conditions  of  the  skin.”  Two  new  and  interesting 
Tabloids  were  especially  introduced,  viz.,  the  Dermatol  Tabloid,  and  the 
Tabloid  of  Easton’s  Syrup.  The  latter  is  obtainable  in  half  drachm  and 
one  drachm  doses.  Dermatol  is  being  much  used  for  flatulent  Dyspepsia, 
and  as  the  drug  is  insoluble  in  water  the  Tabloid  is  the  best  form  for 
administering  it.  The  firm  made  a  big  display  of  the  Kepler  Malt  and  the 
Kepler  Solution  of  Malt  and  Cod  Liver  Oil.  Their  exhibit  was  very 
artistically  arranged,  and  proved  of  very  great  interest  to  the  Profession 
attending  the  Congress. 


The  Metric  System. — The  British  Pharmacopoeia  is  now  undergoing 
revision,  and  it  has  been  settled  that  the  new  edition  will  employ  the 
weights  and  measures  of  the  Metric  System.  When  the  new  British 
Pharmacopoeia  shall  have  been  published  we  will  be  able  to  say  that  every 
national  pharmacopoeia  uses  the  Metric  System,  for  our  British  cousins  are 
the  last  to  adopt  it. 

Analgen  is  chemically  orthoethoxyanamonobenzaylamidechinoline, 
sometimes  known  by  the  synonyms,  benzaigen  and  quinalgen.  It  occurs 
in  colourless,  tasteless  crystals  or  powder,  practically  insoluble  in  water, 
very  slightly  soluble  in  cold,  but  quite  soluble  in  hot  alcohol  and  in  acids. 
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ACTION  FOR  BREACH  OF  AGREEMENT 
AGAINST  A  CHEMIST. 

An  action  of  some  considerable  interest  to  chemists  was  tried  at  Bingara 
County  Court  before  His  Honor  Judge  Gibson  on  Monday  February  1 8th, 
in  which  the  plaintiff,  Dr.  G  C.  Cory,  sued  P.  P.  Rosenthal,  chemist,  for 
the  sum  of^ioo  for  breach  of  agreement. 

Mr.  Bevan  appeared  for  plaintiff,  and  Mr.  McIntyre  for  defendant. 

Defendant  pleaded  not  guilty  and  never  indebted,  and  he  also  put  in 
a  set-off  against  plaintiff  for  the  sum  of  ^15  8s.  9d.  said  to  be  owing  to  him 
by  plaintiff  for  medicines  supplied,  &c. 

Plaintiff’s  case  set  forth  that  in  June  last  he  entered  into  an  agreement 
with  defendant  by  which  he  (plaintiff)  was  to  give  defendant  the  dispensing 
of  all  his  medicines,  and  defendant  was  not  to  prescribe  for  or  treat 
gatients,  but  that  he  should  do  his  best  to  recommend  patients  to  plaintiff. 
Plaintiff  and  defendant  bound  themselves  in  a  penalty  of  £100  to  carry 
out  the  terms  of  agreement,  a  copy  of  which  was  attached  to  the  plaint. 

Dr.  G.  C.  Cory  deposed  :  Am  Government  Medical  Officer,  Medical 
Officer  for  the  Bingara  Hospital,  Rose  of  Bingara  Lodge,  and  Star  of 
Bingara  Lodge;  came  here  on  the  15th  June  last;  saw  defendant 
immediately  after  coming  here ;  think  I  was  in  his  shop  when  he  asked  me 
to  give  him  my  dispensing ;  it  was  his  idea  to  have  an  agreement  and  I  did 
not  object ;  Mr.  Mainwaring  drew  up  the  agreement  ;  1  was  to  confine 
myself  to  my  business  and  he  to  confine  himself  to  the  business  of  chemist! 
the  agreement  was  signed  a  few  days  after  my  arrival  here  ;  we  both 
signed  the  agreement ;  I  carried  out  the  agreement  to  the  7th  December  ; 
on  the  loth  August  I  was  playing  tennis  and  Mr.  Rosenthal  told  me  that  a 
patient  wanted  to  see  me  at  his  shop ;  I  went  immediately  to  see  him — 
'Thomas  Bamford  ;  examined  him  and  found  him  suffering  from  piles  ; 
prescribed  ointment  and  directed  him  how  to  use  it ;  saw  him  some  time 
after — on  the  7th  December;  he  made  a  statement  to  me;  went  to  see 
Mr.  Rosenthal  the  same  evening ;  asked  him  “  What’s  this  I  hear  about 
Bamford  being  under  your  treatment — I  have  just  seen  him  and  he  admits 
your  having  prescribed  and  that  he  has  been  cured  by  )Ou”;  he  (Mr. 
Rosenthal)  said  that  he  had  come  to  him  and  he  had  prescribed ;  his 
reason  was  “  the  man  won’t  go  to  you  ”  ;  I  wrote  a  letter  to  Mr.  Rosentha 
the  same  evening  ;  [later  produced  and  put  in  as  evidence.] 

By  Mr.  McIntyre  :  Dispensed  my  own  medicines  after;  met  Bamford 
a  second  time  on  the  7th  December  ;  we  had  a  conversation  on  that  date ; 
Mr.  PvOgerson  was  present;  Mr.  Rogerson  was  sitting  with  me  in  Sinden’s 
hotel  when  Bamford  came  in ;  he  bade  me  good  morning ;  he  said  my 
ointment  had  given  him  fearful  pain  ;  he  also  said  he  had  been  to  Mr. 
Rosenthal  and  he  had  cured  him  ;  know  Mrs.  Palmer  ;  treated  her  boy  ; 
gave  him  three  powders  on  the  25th  October  ;  gave  no  prescription  for 
these — he  gave  them  to  me ;  had  other  things  which  he  gave  me  in  con¬ 
sideration  of  my  giving  him  my  dispensing  ;  first  heard  of  Mr.  Rosenthal 
through  the  medical  agency ;  brought  letter  of  introduction  to  Mr. 
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Rosenthal ;  Mr.  Rosenthal  gave  me  some  emergency  drugs  to  carry  on  my 
business  ;  it  is  usual  for  a  doctor  to  get  these  things  from  a  chemist  for 
nothing  when  the  latter  is  dispensing  for  him  :  only  got  one  dozen  bottles 
and  some  powders;  never  used  any  but  what  I  got  from  Mr.  Rosenthal  ; 
never  bought  any  drugs  from  Mr.  Wearne  ;  first  began  dispensing  on  the 
7th  December  with  medicines  I  borrowed  from  Mr.  Wearne  the  next 
morning  ;  I  did  not  put  a  paragraph  in  the  paper  or  cause  its  insertion  . 
the  amount  owing  to  Mr.  Rosenthal  should  have  been  paid  under  the 
agreement  on  the  15th  December;  the  present  quarter’s  account  was  paid 
in  December  ;  my  position  is  not  better  now  by  dispensing  my  own 
medicines  ;  I  get  an  increased  amount  but  have  to  do  more  work ;  don’t 
know  of  any  other  registered  man  practising  in  town ;  I  got  my  money 
monthly  from  the  lodges  ;  as  far  as  the  lodges  were  concerned  I  was  paid 
for  attendance  and  medicine  in  a  lump  sum  ;  allowed  him  8s.  per  head 
per  year  ;  the  list  of  names  in  Mr.  Rosenthal’s  account  against  me  were 
those  of  private  patients. 

By  Mr.  Bevan  :  Don’t  admit  the  item  of  one  guinea  for  opera¬ 
tion  ;  Mr.  Rosenthal  wished  to  be  present  and  I  allowed  him  ;  he 
said  he  was  anxious  to  get  experience ;  when  Bamford  came  into 
Sinden’s  he  said  “Good  morning,”  I  replied  “  I  don’t  know  you 
he  said  “  I  know  you  though,  you  gave  me  some  medicine  that  did 
me  no  good,  Mr.  Rosenthal  prescribed  for  me  and  cured  me  I 
repeated  that  conversation  to  Mr.  Rosenthal ;  the  whole  of  the 
powders  were  given  me  for  emergency  cases;  after  I  gave  Mrs. 
Palmer’s  boy  the  powder  he  got  well  enough  to  come  in  and  get 
medicine  I  prescribed  from  Rosenthal. 

Mr.  McIntyre  contended  that  a  verdict  for  defendant  must  meet 
the  case  for  the  following  reasons  : — (1)  That  the  £100  mentioned  in 
the  agreement  and  sued  for  by  the  plaintiff  was  a  penalty,  and  not 
liquidated  damages,  consequently  only  the  actual  damaged  sustained 
could  be  recovered,  and  that,  as  appeared  by  Dr.  Cory’s  evidence, 
was  nil.  (2)  That  if  the  £100  was  a  penalty  then  the  non-payment  of 
the  amounts  due  to  the  defendant  under  the  agreement  on  the 
stipulated  dates  was  a  breach,  and  the  defendant  must  also  recover. 
Mr.  McIntyre  at  this  stage  of  his  argument,  before  stating  his  other 
reasons,  remarked  that  on  behalf  of  his  client  he  did  not  wish  to 
recover  ^100  for  such  a  breach  of  agreement,  say,  as  the  non-pay¬ 
ment  of  amounts  due  on  the  proper  dates  should  his  honour  agree 
with  his  view  of  the  case.  He  stated  this  because  he  was  there  to 
defend  the  action,  and  from  no  wish  to  make  money  out  of  plaintiff. 

His  Honor,  in  view  of  the  remarks  by  Counsel  for  defendant, 
suggested  a  mutual  settlement. 

Mr.  Bevan  consulted,  and  it  was  then  agreed  that  his  client 
should  pay  the  ^24  7s.  9d.  due  to  defendant  from  plaintiff,  and  each 
side  pay  their  own  costs. 

The  case  was  then  settled  on  these  terms  :  The  agreement  to 
cease  ;  each  party  to  pay  their  own  costs ;  and  plaintiff  to  pay  to 
defendant  ^24  7s.  gd.  as  above.

No.  7 — Fails  in  Latin 
and  English  Essay.  No.  8 — Work  generally  below  requirements.  No. 
10 — Fails  in  Latin  only  ;  other  work  would  pass.  No.  12 — Must  improve 
in  Latin  grammar.  No.  15 — Weak  in  Arithmetic  and  Latin  grammar. 

MATERIA  MEDICA,  BOTANY,  CHEMISTRY,  and  PRACTICAL  CHEMISTRY, 

March  3rd  and  4th,  1896. — Seven  candidates  presented  themselves  for 
examination,  of  whom  the  following  passed,  in  the  order  in  which  their

REPORT  OF  THE  EXAMINER. 

Chemistry. — The  marks  alloted  to  the  seven  candidates  at  this 
-examination  show  that,  with  the  exception  of  No.  5,  they  were  unusually 
weak  in  their  Practical  Work.  No  special  cause  can  be  assigned  for  the 
weakness,  which  must  be  ascribed  to  general  incapacity  and  want  of 
natural  interest  in  the  work.  It  would  be  well  if  the  candidates  2,  4,  and 
7  would  accept  the  very  low  marks  obtained  by  them  in  the  theoretical 
examination  as  a  hint  that  at  least  a  year’s  steady  work  ought  to  precede 
their  next  appearance  in  the  examination  room. — William  Sutherland, 
Examiner. 

BOTANY. — examiner’s  REPORT. 

Questions  1  and  5  were  very  poorly  answered.  Candidates  should 
try  to  study  the  whole  of  the  work  prescribed.  I  find  that  questions  deal¬ 
ing  with  the  less  important  classes  are  very  frequently  passed  by  altogether.

Re  indentures  of  N.  A.  Davidson,  it  will  be  remembered  that  the 
question  of  the  Board’s  power  to  reduce  the  term  of  an  apprentice’s 
indentures  from  four  to  three  years  while  registering  a  transfer  of  indentures 
was  referred  by  the  Board  at  their  last  meeting  to  Mr.  W.  H.  Bell,  solicitor. 
Mr.  Bell  gave  his  opinion  that  the  Board  should  not  withhold  its  consent 
to  the  reduction  of  the  term  of  service,  provided  it  was  satisfied  before 
examination  that  the  full  period  of  three  years  was  served.  He  suggested 
that  declarations  be  obtained  from  Messrs.  Davidson  and  Noble  in 
accordance  (as  near  as  circumstances  would  permit)  with  forms  4  and  5  in 
the  schedule  to  the  Act.  It  was  resolved  that  the  transfer  of  the  indentures 
and  the  reduction  in  the  term  of  service  be  noted  in  the  Board’s  register, 
and  that  in  future  cases  of  assignment  of  indentures  declarations  be 
obtained  from  both  the  transferor  and  the  transferee.

The  rise  in  the  Brisbane  river  was  slight,  although 
the  indirect  cause  of  a  serious  loss  of  life  by  the  capsizing  of  the  ferry 
steamer  Pearl .  Business  has  been  greatly  disorganised,  and  the  rainy 
season,  and  the  month  of  P'ebruary  especially,  always  causes  business  people 
anxiety  in  this  colony.  The  general  election  is  now  the  principal  topic, 
but  the  Government  party  will  inevitably  return  with  a  large  majority, 
owing  to  the  collapse  of  the  opposition,  and  interest  is  dwarfed  in 
consequence.

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Letters  read  from  Mr.  Whiteford,  Riverton,  re  a  threat  and  prosecution 
for  keeping  his  shop  open  on  a  Wednesday  afternoon.  From  the  secretary 
Zealandia  Lodge,  I.O.O.F.,  48,  and  from  the  Registrar  of  Friendly 
Societies,  covering  a  certificate  of  registration  under  “  the  Unclassified 
Societies  Registration  Act,  1895.” 

Resolved  that  Mr.  Whiteford  be  written  to,  informing  him  that  the 
case  of  the  Inspector  of  Factories  was  accepted  by  the  Labour  Department 
and  the  Stipendary  Magistrate  as  a  test  case  for  the  whole  colony. 

Resolved  that  Freeman’s  Chlorodyne  be  removed  from  the  price  list. 

Resolved  that  inquiries  be  instituted  as  to  the  sale  of  articles  containing 
scheduled  poisons  by  unauthorised  shopkeepers. 

The  Registrar  of  Friendly  Societies  having  called  attention  to  the 
necessity  of  revising  the  Rules  of  this  Association,  it  was  resolved  that  the 
same  be  considered  next  meeting. 

Resolved  that  a  circular  be  sent  to  country  chemists  who  are  not 
members  of  the  Association,  explaining  its  objects,  and  soliciting  their 
support. 

A  small  committee  was  appointed  to  wait  upon  certain  medical 
gentlemen  who  dispense  their  own  medicines,  to  urge  the  claims  of  the 
chemists  to  perform  that  part  of  the  business. 

The  Secretary  was  instructed  to  have  the  Certificate  of  Registration 
framed  and  hung  in  the  office,  also  to  procure  a  few  small  necessaries. 


Fate  of  a  Famous  Health  Resort. — Forty  years  ago  Mentone  was 
a  healthy  village  in  France,  where  lived  peasantry  happy  in  their  farms 
and  their  superb  physical  state,  conditioned  by  the  climate.  It  was 
discovered  that  the  region  was  a  most  healing  climate  for  consumptives, 
and  it  became  the  Mecca  for  the  unfortunates  of  Europe  so  stricken.  The 
inhabitants  abandoned  their  farms  to  wait  upon  the  strangers.  'The  strong, 
healthy  women  forsook  their  dairies  and  became  the  washerwomen  of  the 
consumptive’s  clothes.  No  precaution  was  taken;  the  disease  was  not  then 
understood  as  now,  the  theory  of  the  tubercle  baccillus  not  having  been 
discovered.  The  place  to-day  is  baccillus  ridden,  a  pesthole,  death  itself 
The  hitherto  strong  inhabitants  are  emaciated,  a  coughing,  bleeding  people 
filled  with  the  germs  of  consumption.  The  soil  and  the  air  are  both 
contaminated  with  them.  It  is  no  longer  a  resort.  The  same  fate,  it  is 
believed,  awaits  many  other  similar  health  resorts  unless  active  means  are 
taken  to  destroy  all  germs.  This  will  be  a  most  difficult  task,  because 
consumptives  themselves,  as  a  rule,  are  not  thoughtful  of  the  danger  they 
spread,  or  of  the  rights  of  others.  They  should  bear  in  mind  that  if  all 
others  had  been  careful  they,  too,  may  have  escaped. — The  Journal  of 
Hygiene. 

Hemorrhoids. — For  piles,  a  small  injection  of  half  a  tumbler  of  iced 
water  taken  every  morning,  and  retained  as  long  as  possible,  is  of  more  use 
than  any  amount  of  medicine.  Try  it. — Medical  Brief.
